Following are six general rules 
to be followed that will greatly re- 
j duce the danger of fire and make 
eehciont safer and prevent many 
property losses: 

I—Clean all and 
flues before starting winter fires 

When they have not been used 

through the summer. 

and repairing once a year will 
often prevent fires even when 
they are used the year round. 

2—Never allow oils or gaso- 
line to be left near open flame 
or store it above ground. 

8—Keep all oily. rags and mops 
in metal ‘containefs to prevent 
fires from spontaneous combus- 
tion. 

4—All electric heating and 
lighting equipment should be in- 
stalled carefully and given regu- 
lar inspection. 

5—Careful attention to the re- 
moval of all rubbish from cel- 
lars, attic, and cupboards. In- 
flammable material in ont of 
the way places causes millions 
of dollars loss every year. 

6—Lighted matches, cigarettes 
and cigar butts should be care- 
fully pinched out and then put

TRAIN HOLD.UP PLANNED 


IN view of the Vicious assaults 
that the radicals of tthe next congress ' 
are planning to:;make on the railroads 
it is likely that the administration will 
not complicate matters by pressing leg- 
islation calling for the consolidation of 
the roads into regional systems or for’ 
any Other serious amendment of the 
transportation act. ; 

Railroad managers have indicated 
to President Coolidge their willingness 
to work out their salvation under the 
terms of the act if only they are let 
alone while they are doing it. 

Other republican policies are indirect 
ly ‘benefitting the roads, and miking it 
easier for’ them ‘to operate under a 
small profit even under the severe re- 
stictions that are now in force.

in all California fields, The grades 
from 22 degrees gravity to 35 degrees 
gravity .and above are affected. 

The prices offered for crude oil 
ranging from 14 to 21.9 degrees 
gravity remain wnchanged. 

Reductions range from 2 cents per 
barrel for off of 22 degrees gravity 
to 28 cents per barrel for oil of 35 
degrees fravity and above, 

The new prices areas follows: 
For 14 degreés gravity. to and in- 
cluding 199 .gravity,, 60 cents per 
barrel and for each full degree in 
gravity above 19.9 degrees, one cent 
per barrel additional, making the 
price offered for 35 degrees gravity 
and above 76 cents per barrel. 

The reduction is due to the con- 
tinued overproduction of oil in 
Southern California, the bringing in 
of new production, notably“in the 
Torrance field, and a seasonal dimin- 
ution in the consumption of petro- 
leum products. 

The last reduction of the company’s 
offered prices for crude oil was on 
August 1° Since that date there have 
been two reductions in the price of 
gasoline.
